New York City Events:

[0 Ground Zero: A moment of silence will be observed at 8:46 a.m., September 11.

This will begin a ceremony that follows a bagpipe procession to Ground Zero
from each of the city’s five boroughs.

Following the moment of silence, Governor George Pataki will read the
Gettysburg Address and Governor James E. McGreevey will read an excerpt
from the Declaration of Independence.

Former Mayor Rudolph Giuliani and family members and colleagues of the
victims will then read the names of each of the 2,823 people killed.

Victims’ families will be invited to descend the ramp seven stories to the
footprint of the twin towers where each family will pick up a rose and place it in
avase for an arrangement that will be preserved for a permanent memorial.

The ceremony will conclude with a second moment of silence just before
10:30 a.m., the time that the north tower collapsed.

President Bush will light an eternal flame in Battery Park during a sunset service.
Candlelight concerts are planned in parks in each of the city’s five boroughs.

which is built from steel from theWorld Trade Center, is 36 feet high. It was
dedicated, along with a memorial garden, on July 13, 2002.

Federal Emergency

Management Mortgage
and ﬁ%ﬁltal Assistance

FEMA has expanded its Mortgage and
Rental Assistance (MRA) program. Under
the expanded guidelines, residents who
worked or lived anywhere in the borough
of Manhattan and suffered financially be-
cause of the September 11* attacks may
be eligible. Additionally, people whose
employer or business are notlocated in
Manhattan, but had economically de-
pendent business relationships with firms
in Manhattan, and consequently suffered
financially, may be eligible. In addition,

people who live in Manhattan who lost
their jobs or significant income because of
theattacks’ disruption to their commute
in or out of Manhattan may qualify.

The deadline for filing an application
has been extended to January 31, 2003.
Even though the guidelines have been
expanded, certain criteria is required:

O atleasta25 percentloss of income
due to the attacks;
[J alate paymentnotice forrentormortgage.

National Network

President Bush signed the USA Act
to create the Points of Light Foundation
& Volunteer Center National Network
to engage and mobilize millions of volun-
teers to honor the victims of September
11* by responding to the attacks in a
positive way and rebuilding communities
through their volunteer service.

The Points of Light Foundation has
gathered a national network of nearly 500
Volunteer Centers to oversee the initiative
in partnership with other lead agencies like
the Corporation for National and Com-
munity Service, among others. The Found-
ation’s website at www. pointsoflight.org
enables visitors to search biographical data
on those lost on September 11* (provided
by families), explore volunteer projectideas,
and register their volunteer projects for
consideration as official USA Act projects.
The Foundation must approve projects
before a USA Act designation can be
assigned. The website also contains a scrap-
book, including project photos and high-
lights. To register a volunteer project, apply
by September 11, 2002 and plan to have
it completed by December 231, 2002.

The nearest metro stations
are Federal Triangle or Smithsonian,
both located on the Blue/Orange line.
